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DEDICATION TO CHRIS GANOTIS 





In his private sector career, Chris Ganotis spent over 35 years in the renewable energy industry developing projects for 
producing electricity from waste fuels. Much of this time was spent working with customers. In that time, he continually 
emphasized that the customer came first and foremost. He brought this personal credo to North Hampton in his work on 
the Conservation Commission. The only difference to him, though, was that his customers became the residents of North 
Hampton. In his 14 years on the Commission, he instilled the tenet that, as public servants, Commission members’ main 
goal is to serve the best interests of their customers, the Town’s residents. 


Chris has chaired the Conservation Commission since 2002. During his chairmanship, he and dedicated fellow members 
of the Commission have had many noteworthy achievements: 
e Designating a parcel of land acquired by North Hampton Forever as the Dalton Town Forest. 
e Adding a new Community Garden with the Agricultural Commission on another conservation parcel acquired by 
North Hampton Forever. 
e Completing the second phase in restoring the Little River Salt Marsh with state and federal funding, for 
continued preservation and protection of this ecologically sensitive landmark and wildlife habitat. 
e Continuing testing, monitoring and restoring the health of the Little River, a long-standing impaired waterway, to 
mitigate contamination of North Hampton Beach. 
e Clearing and marking eight new hiking trails on conservation land for recreational uses by Town Residents. 
e Continuing to interact with the Zoning and Planning Boards to ensure that new residential development would 
not materially impair the Town’s streams, ponds, rivers and drinking water aquifers. 
e Conducting several major public awareness and open communications campaigns to keep residents informed 
about conservation initiatives, funded by state and federal grants. 
e Promoting a special fall Town Meeting that_achieved a large favorable vote prohibiting construction of a cell 
tower on conservation land. 
e Undertaking initiatives with Town Officials and the NH DES for proactive enforcement of wetlands protection 
regulations, particularly to curtail several recurring wetlands violations involving filling in wetlands- 
e Marshaling strong public support for acquiring a conservation easement on the Governor Dale Farm. 


Several of Chris’s accomplishments are notable, including highly successful votes to pass four conservation- articles by 
large margins on the Town’s Official Ballots during the last 14 years and unanimous approval by five different Town 
Boards to recommend the Article for Town Funding to help acquire a conservation easement on the Governor Dale Farm. 
The latter Article passed by an overwhelming 80%+ margin. Chris has said that he cannot recall any other time in the 
Town’s history when five different boards could agree unanimously on one issue. This was truly a model of unity-in- 
purpose in Town governance. 


Chris stresses that many have contributed to conservation efforts in North Hampton. The Commission’s North Hampton 
Forever Subcommittee conserved over 650 acres of land, almost doubling the Town’s conservation land to 1,461 acres or 
16.4% of the Town’s total acreage. In the decade of North Hampton Forever’s efforts, over $7.15 million of property value 
was acquired using donations, bargain sales, and federal grant funds to leverage the $4 million in bond funds approved by 
the Town in 2001. Chris notes that he and the other members the North Hampton Forever Subcommittee were very 
dedicated and committed to finding ways to get the most value from the taxpayers’ bond issue. 


He also expresses gratitude to his fellow members on the Conservation Commission, who always pursue the Town’s best 
interests in every decision they make. Because they knew the Town’s characteristics and land so well, long-time members 
Shirley Carter and Stan Knowles offered counsel and advice to which Chris always listened intently. They were almost 
always right. Chris affectionately and respectfully labels Shirley and Stan the “Matriarch’ and “Patriarch” of North 
Hampton conservation. 


Finally, he is grateful that residents of North Hampton, his “customers,” have long been very supportive of the 


Conservation Commission’s efforts. This support has repeatedly shown up in strong results at the polls, generally around 
70-80-% in the affirmative for conservation warrant articles. 
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Through the years, Chris has consistently toward meaningful goals. He has said many times, “We don’t want to just talk 
about it, we want to get it done.” Recognizing his passion and “junk-yard-dog” tenacity, the Town has supported him, and 
he has delivered. 


Looking to the future, Chris says, “Our continuing long range mission is to use the Town’s financial resources wisely and 
effectively to protect our water, wildlife habitat, open space, other natural resources, and drinking water supply and to 
preserve the rural character of North Hampton. So long as we work hard to satisfy our customers, our goals will surely be 
met.”

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REPORT OF SELECT BOARD 


The North Hampton Select Board is pleased to submit its annual report on major activities of the 2013 calendar year and 
fiscal year 2013, which ran from July 1, 2012, through June 30, 2013. 


First I must thank the residents of North Hampton for electing me, Jim Maggiore, to another 3-year term on this Board. 
Larry Miller, Phil Wilson, and I have a wonderful working relationship that is helping us achieve many goals, react to and 
solve unforeseen situations that inevitably arise town-wide, and continue to prudently manage the ongoing affairs of North 
Hampton. 


Mr. Paul Apple officially became North Hampton’s new Town Administrator in January of 2013. Paul, an accomplished 
attorney and formerly Town Administrator in Allenstown, NH, assimilated into his new role very effectively. Within two 
weeks he was deftly leading the Town through deliberative session, organizing regular budget meetings with department 
heads, helping the Select Board categorize, prioritize, and execute a lengthy list of goals, and managing the Town with the 
highest level of professionalism, honesty, and integrity. Paul is a great asset to North Hampton and we hope to retain him 
for many, many years to come. 


Voters approved several important warrant articles at the 2013 election. The newly adopted Ambulance Billing and 
Collection Special Revenue Fund allows the Fire Department to allocate 15% of billings from ambulance collections to 
maintenance, and 85% of funds to be accounted specifically for purchasing Fire Department equipment and apparatus. 
This is significant as now the Town can address acute maintenance issues to our life safety equipment without delay and 
save revenue for large equipment expenses. 


Residents also tasked the Town to amend the Large Assembly Ordinance. This ordinance was created to ensure safety at 
large public and private gathers throughout the Town; while created with the best of intentions, the ordinance was not 
without flaws. With the help of residents, local business people, and Town officials, the Large Assembly Committee 
presented an amended ordinance to the Select Board; in turn, the Select Board unanimously endorsed the ordinance and 
voted to submit it as an article on the Warrant that will be considered at the Deliberative Session on February 1. 


Immediately after appropriations for the support of the conservation easement on the 53 acre Governor Dale Farm were 
approved at the 2013 election, the Southeast Land Trust, Conservation Committee, and concerned North Hampton 
residents went into action to complete the preservation of that piece of land. Thanks to the efforts of all involved all 
covenants of that easement have been completed and the Governor Dale Farm property will be preserved as conservation 
land. At the time of this writing all that remains is to receive final approval of the award from the Farm and Ranchland 
Protection Program, which will complete the funding for the acquisition. 


High on the list of 2013 priorities for the Select Board was completing the state mandated Town-wide property 
revaluation ahead of schedule. The Town is obligated to complete a revaluation every five years. While not perfect in 
its valuation of residential and business property, this product was deemed as fair and equitable as possible. Good news 
is the valuation of the Town as a whole did rise. 


A special hearing conducted as a result of findings of the New Hampshire Secretary of State’s Office concluded that the 
NH Local Government Center was responsible to reimburse NH cities and towns a total of over $50 million due to 
violations of risk pool statutes. The Town of North Hampton’s share of that reimbursement was allocated to all Town 
employees, retirees, and Town officials who participated in the Health Trust risk pool during the period of the violations. 
Many thanks go to our finance department for calculating the proper allocations. 


The Town reached a new Cable Franchise Agreement with our service provider, Comcast. This agreement will provide 
funding for live broadcasting of Town meetings on Channel 22, among other important considerations. 


Possibly the most noteworthy effort of the Select Board in 2013 was our commitment to putting on the 2014 Official 
Ballot a fiscally prudent, functionally sensible, and aesthetically pleasing plan for a new municipal campus. In order to 
engage the most residents possible, the Select Board hosted a charrette in June of 2013 where more than 80 residents 
participated in an open needs/wants assessment of a new complex. Plan NH conducted the charrette. The Plan NH team 
included local architects, landscape architects, planners, engineers, housing directors, and representatives from the NH 
Division of Historical Resources. 
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Over the course of two days participants developed a vision for a viable complex benefiting the entire community, set in a 
park-like setting with ample parking, allowing for safer pedestrian and motor vehicle traffic, and recognizing the special 
value of existing historic structures. 


The work product from all the input, discussions, and drafting was a complex that included a new safety (fire and police) 
complex, new library, and new town offices. The Town Hall would remain “as is” as would the Town Clerk’s Office 
(Stone Building). Post-charrette input from residents resulted in several iterations of the Plan NH concept and ultimately 
realized greater efficiencies, more sensitivity to abutting residents, and lower construction costs. The final plan calls for a 
new safety complex, new library, and a renovated town administration office in the existing Police Department building. 


After more than a decade of study, this Select Board is proud and excited to put an article on the Warrant to authorize the 
issuance of $6.1 million in bonds for the construction of this new municipal complex that is fiscally prudent, functionally 
efficient for all departments, will last at least SO years, and, with the cooperation of our architect, construction manager, 
and building committee, aesthetically consistent with New England architecture. 


In an effort to manage future capital projects and expenses, both large and smail, the Capital Improvement Plan 
Committee has presented the Select Board with a comprehensive plan designed to systematically address those needs in a 
manner which is also sensitive to the tax burden. Thanks to the CIP committee the Town continues to be proactive with 
analysis of capital needs and the routine maintenance necessary to preserve our assets. 


The result of a joint meeting of the Select Board and Municipal Budget Committee, which also included our Town 
Administrator and department heads, successfully developed a proposed FY 2015 budget at 4.6% over FY 2014. Almost 
the entire increase is due to state increases in health care, insurance, and state retirement costs, voter approved contractual 
obligations, maintenance agreements, and approved vehicle leases. This budget reflects the most prudent allocation of 
funds to allow the Town to provide consistent service to all residents. 


On behalf of Phil Wilson, Larry Miller and me, I would like to thank the many volunteers, elected officials, and 
employees who contribute so much of their time and effort into making North Hampton the vibrant and wonderful 
community we all call home.

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REPORT OF TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 





To the Citizens of North Hampton: 


This is my first annual report to you as your Town Administrator. It hardly seems possible that I began my work in North 
Hampton a year ago. I am grateful to the many of you who stopped in to introduce yourselves and make me feel welcome. 
It has been an exciting, busy year. 


2013 saw the return of the Annual Meeting in March. Voters decided to appropriate money for a number of projects, 
including the purchase of a conservation easement for the historic Governor Dale Farm; and, although amendments to the 
Large Assembly Ordinance were approved, the meeting also appointed a committee to consider broader changes to the 
rules regarding large gatherings. 


During the Fall of 2013, the Large Assembly Revision Committee completed its work and submitted a draft that is before 
the voters this year. The proposed ordinance is much shorter and increases the number of people considered to be a large 
gathering from 150 to 200. 


Work continues apace on revising the Capital Improvement Plan on an annual basis to make sure that large expenditures 
are properly considered well in advance of when the need arises. As we all know, buying something in a hurry is never a 
good idea. 


The biggest project, by far, this year is the planning for the proposed new municipal complex. The Town has studied this 
issue for nearly 15 years. Over 100 people attended a design Charette at the Town Hall in June 2013. The groups seemed 
to agree on several very important points. First, people want to have an identifiable town center. Uniformity of design and 
comprehensive placement of buildings is also important. Finally, many people believe greater open space is important. 


A Facilities Committee worked throughout the summer after the Select Board hired Lavallee, Brensinger to design the 
new complex. This firm was vetted by the Library Trustees in their planning process, and the transition from a single 
building to a multi-building project was nearly seamless. 


The new master plan for the campus ensures that the two historic buildings the Town owns — the 1907 Stone Building and 
the 19" century Town Hall — will serve as book-ends to a new library and town administrative office. A public safety 
facility is proposed for the old “Homestead” property. 


The master plan is designed to ensure a tight construction schedule of 18-24 months. Most importantly, if the voters 
approve it, the plan will save between $500,000 and $1 million in rental fees for interim space for the police and 
emergency services departments. There is over 1000 square feet of shared space, and the complex is heated and cooled by 
a central plant. The proposed buildings are designed to last at least 50 years, ensuring that the expenditure of public 
monies for facilities will be efficient and frugal. 


The Select Board decided in December to hire a construction manager to oversee the project, rather than hiring a general 
contractor. Construction management means one fixed price for the work; and, if the price goes higher, it is the manager 
who is at risk rather than the Town. Given the historic low interest rates, and the common understanding that interest rates 
will go up in the coming years, the Board is recommending that the community act now to ensure safe and modern 
facilities that will provide an identifiable town center for the coming generations. 


Also important is the level of cooperation between all the various elements of Town government in designing the proposal 
that is before the Town for consideration. The emergency services have endorsed the plan, as have the Select Board, the 
Budget Committee, the Library Trustees and the Heritage Commission. This year has truly been a year of debate, strong 
views and hard compromises; but unlike government at the national level, the people who live and work in North 
Hampton have cooperated despite their differences to produce a plan. 


The challenges and opportunities that the facilities plan presents truly have been the focus of the last year for the Town 
government. How fortunate we are! Other towns, both in the United States and abroad, are confronting much harder 
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issues, from bankruptcy and continued economic stagnation to actual destruction at the hand of nature. Whatever 
challenges face us in the coming year, we can say that we are fortunate indeed. 


Thank you again for your many kindnesses to me personally in this first year together. I look forward to the great work 
ahead of us.

FIRST SESSION

Warrant Article 18 was moved by. Stanton and seconded by Mr. Salomon

Mr. Hillier in favor. 

Ms. Jenkins asked why we need a Town Administrator also. 


Selectman Miller, as a resident of Mill Road, stated that when he ran for election he was unopposed so 
there was no choice. He feels choice is at the election. He is not in favor of Article 18. Selectmen are 
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politicians; you would not want them running the day to day operations of the Town. A three person 
board works well. If someone wants their ideas heard, run for office. 


Selectman Maggiore spoke to the needs for keeping the Town Administrator. 

Selectman Wilson spoke as a resident, 9 Runnymede Drive, very against this article. He has issues 
with the Right to Know Law and Article 18. He also wanted to correct Dr. Arena’s statement that the 
Select Board is a committee it is a governing body not a committee. It is difficult to find people to run. 
Ms. Pohl stated she has never seen something become more efficient by adding politicians to it.

Selectman Maggiore revisited the reason for this article which is to correct items on the original 
ordinance. 


Ms. Bohl, Exeter Road, stated that she is a legal immigrant from Sweden and believes in fighting for 
her rights with the last drop of blood. She believes in the land of the free and live free or die. She 
believes in the Constitution of the United States. She objects to the wording “permit to assembly.” The 
Town has no right to regulate and is trampling on the Constitution. She feels it should say “if you 
assemble” you must do. 


Dr. Arena does not believe the intent was to regulate but to inform. : 


Selectman Miller explained how the Large Assembly Ordinance came to be. This article will correct 
some issues.

Selectman Maggiore asked if the article can be changed without the person who brought the petition to 
the Board present.

The board walk is the 
responsibility of the Town. 


Mr. Chevalier, 287 Atlantic Avenue, remembers when Mr. Fuller was in charge of the boardwalk Jay 
Knowles built. He stated due to storms the berm is always being washed out. He asked who is laying 
the boardwalk out, taking it down, storing it and where. 


Mr O’Heir, 18 Old Locke Road, LBH was established by the State of New Hampshire. Maintenance 
of the boardwalk has always been done by Little Boar’s Head. During the storm four years ago the 
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berm got washed out and the State took two years to fix it during that time the boardwalk was not put 
in place. He would like to encourage people to vote for this. 


Mr. Hamilton stated that Little Boar’s Head was the first District established in the state in 1905. 
Some of the money that Little Boar’s Head gets from the extra taxes they pay go to the sidewalks at 
the beach. $9,000.00-$10,000.00 is spent on the grass areas along the beach. This will continue. 
Little Boar’s Head is asking for a onetime contribution of $30K for the boardwalk. 

Ms. Pohl asked the impact on the tax rate. 

Mr. Hamilton responded three cents per thousand. 

Selectman Miller asked about the storage. 


Mr. Hamilton was not sure. 


Selectman Wilson would like the Board to meet with Little Boar’s head to discuss the care of the 
boardwalk.

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REPORT OF BUILDING INSPECTOR AND 


CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 





The past year there was an increase of 123 more permits (398 to 521) issued during the calendar year as was reported last 
year. This being my second year the report below is of the fiscal year and will be reported that way in every annual report 
from this point on. 


Code Enforcement is a major part of this position and this office has received voluntary compliance from some 
individuals, but some have ignored the repeated requests for compliance. Compliance with the Town’s Zoning Ordinances 
will avoid what could be thousands of dollars in fines and attorneys fees. 


This year my question to all residents is....do you have a plan to maintain “Your Old House” even if it’s not that old? 
Depending on the age of your home everyone will experience a not so pleasant event usually at the most inopportune 
time. Start with the exterior...how old is that roof and siding? If you do need a new roof make sure the correct shingles 
are used as the seacoast experiences higher wind speeds than inland areas. The condition of your basement is critical and 
if you have water issues do you have a plan if it really gets bad? Do you have a back up sump pump? Excessive moisture 
is mold waiting to happen. Keeping water away from the house is often times over looked but easily accomplished. How 
old is that boiler or furnace? Ask your service tech what he thinks because he has the expertise in determining the 
condition and age. 


Once you know the age, condition, and lifespan of what keeps you warm and dry your maintenance planning begins. 
Periodic maintenance does cost money, but with proper planning you can avoid unexpected major expenses from catching 
you unprepared. Do you know where your septic system and tank is? When was the last time you had it pumped and 
checked? Not every service provider actually looks into the tank to see if the baffle is even still there! If you have 
questions on the location or size of your septic system this office is the first place to call. If we do not have a copy of the 
approved septic plan the State Departmental of Environmental Services (DES) may, and can be reached at 603-271-3501. 

North Hampton has different Wetland, and Tidal setbacks that effect the placement of any structure depending on the date 
of when the Ordinance was adopted, or when the lot was created. I would strongly urge anyone contemplating a project to 
either contact this office concerning zoning regulations, or you can find a copy of the zoning ordinances online at 


www.northhampton-nh.gov.

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REPORT OF NORTH HAMPTON FIRE & RESCUE 


During the past year, North Hampton Fire & Rescue responded to 774 emergency calls. This is down from the previous 
year where we responded to 879 emergency calls. The largest change in numbers is number of EMS calls for 2013. We 
saw nearly 50 fewer EMS calls which could very well be attributed to changes in demographics of the Town. 


Mutual Aid Calls where we either give or receive assistance from other departments saw the roles switch from last year 
statistics. The Town of North Hampton received more assistance then we gave. The numbers of calls were 118-98. With 
the ambulance being unreliable and spending several periods of time out of service, we relied on the mutual aid 
communities such as Rye, Hampton and Exeter for assistance until we were able to purchase a new ambulance for the 
Town. We were also able to utilize a loaner ambulance while the new one was being built. Many thanks to Sugarloaf 
Ambulance for providing a loaner ambulance at no cost to the Town. 


Several fires along Atlantic Ave, Winnicut Rd and Lafayette Rd also attributed to the request for assistance. 
Unfortunately, one fire resulted in the property owner passing due to the injuries he sustained during the fire. We have 
been working closely with other State and local officials so that this tragic event will not repeat itself. 


Some of the goals reached this year were, replacing all of the bunker gear for the fulltime staff, enhancing our radio 
specific to the portables by purchasing and installing new communication equipment at the Rye water tower and also at 
the Mill Rd tower. Both of these projects were 95% funded by a grant that I was able to reallocate funds into different 
projects. . 


On a professional level, the personnel are in process of transitioning to the new standard for EMS care. The department’s — 
personnel will be obtaining the Advanced EMT certification which will be mandatory by 2016. The testing should take 
place during the first month of 2014. 


The Town was spared from impacts of several severe weather events. In years past, we typically had one or two storms 
that required many responses by this department. The Town was very fortunate that the storms either dramatically 
weakened or shift course leaving the impact very minimal. This also contributed to the lower number of emergency 
responses for 2013. 


The Little River Watershed Project continued as a monitoring project as we have made great strides in cleaning up the 
contamination of Ecoli. Several sites in Town that were directly related to the contamination were corrected or are still in 
the natural process of repair. The sampling results have shown that levels of contamination are well below the State 
permissible levels. : 


This does not mean we are free and clear of contaminants. With the Town of North Hampton containing an estimated 37% 
wetlands, the impact of drainage systems, septic systems and illicit discharge dramatically affects the contaminate levels. 
There are however; natural contaminates such as deer, geese and other wildlife that have taken the lead in the cause of the 
contamination of the Little River Watershed. 


We have worked extensively with Forrest Bell Associates and their resources to identify additional sources of 
contamination, planning to mitigate the issues and continue to monitor the levels annually. We did have three Beach 
advisories. These advisories indicated the Ecoli levels had risen to point where swimming was restricted at the State 
Beach. The advisories were short in duration only lasting approximately 2 days. This is a clear indication that the 
contamination was from run off specifically after a moderate to heavy rain event. 


With the assistance of Ecoli sniffing canines, we were also able to identify several sites along the Ocean Boulevard as 
sources of Ecoli. Further investigation for identifying the source and developing a plan to mitigate the problem will take 
place this spring. 


I would like to personally thank the members of North Hampton Fire & Rescue for the job that they do. The 
professionalism, personal touches and extra effort given to those in times of need are noted by the numerous “Thank you 
notes” that I have received throughout the year. I would also like to thank them for their continued support during the ever 
changing and challenging economic times. 
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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


2013 proved to be another productive year for the Public Works Department. The winter weather season kept the 
department busy and put pressure on the Public Works Budget. The first three months of the calendar year demonstrated 
an active weather pattern followed by an eventful final month of December. Catch basins and culverts were cleaned 
during the spring season. Road paving and drainage projects were completed on South and Woodland Roads. A remote 
concrete dam was demolished and removed from the Little River water system. Annual maintenance projects were 
completed at Dearborn Park. Flood restoration work was completed on Little Boars Head along with shoulder work on 
Causeway Road. 


The highway department is responsible for the maintenance of approximately 33 miles of roadway. We continued our 
summer roadway maintenance program including; mowing, street signs, pavement marking, litter pick up, pavement 
repair, and trimming. The department provides maintenance for the municipal buildings, grounds, and common areas at 
various locations in town. 


In 2013, we had 43 winter events requiring plowing and/or roadway treatment. This is twice as many events as the 
previous year. During the winter season, our main focus at the highway department is to keep our roads safe for the 
traveling public. 


The recycling center continues to sort, bail, and load materials for market. A total of 116 tons of various materials were 
recycled at the center in 2013. Residents also recycled 455 tons of material curbside in 2013. The residents of North 
Hampton, with the combined tonnage from the center and curbside, recycled 34 percent of its waste in 2013. The Brush/ 
Compost area continues to process yard wastes such as brush, leaves, and garden materials. The center is open 8:00 AM — — 
4:30 PM on Saturdays from April to November. Wood chips and ready-to-use compost are available to residents for their 
personal use. 


We would like to thank the residents of North Hampton for their continued support of the Public Works Department. 
Personally, I would like to thank the entire public works team for their dedication and professionalism in performing the 
duties of the department. 

We look forward to providing quality service to the community of North Hampton in the upcoming year.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 2013 was a very difficult year for me as a police chief, and the other officers on the department who all want to 
provide as much service as possible to the residents who live in North Hampton, and also those who visit North Hampton. 
Calendar year 2013 became the year we at the police department had dreaded as it pertained to the services we wanted to 
provide for all citizens and residents, compared to the services we were able to afford to provide based on an economy 
that forced us to tighten our belts as far as the overall town budget was concerned. Fiscal 2013 left us no choice in 
looking at the services we have always provided, and making some reductions in those services in order to leave the 
limited number of officers on duty at any given time so we could respond to priority calls for service. This budget trend 
continues in Fiscal 2014, which of course included the last six months of the period this Police Annual Report covers. 
Although many of the services I had suspended so we could prioritize other services are back in place currently, in 
viewing the current condition of the police budget I may have to drastically reduce overtime expenditures again in order to 
prevent the police bottom line from being over-expended. This of course once again will put us in the same circumstances 
we were in at the end of last fiscal year with many fewer officers on shift to detect and respond to crimes in progress or 
calls for service requested by residents and visitors alike. In order to assist in coming in at or under budget for this fiscal 
year, I have chosen to delay the replacement of a police officer who left our agency for a neighboring police department at 
the end of November of 2013. With this explanation to the residents in place, it does not surprise me that we saw 
considerable decreases in many categories of activity in calendar year 2013. Over the years I have explained to the Select 
Board, the Budget Committee, and many residents in passing, whether we have twelve police officers or we are operating 
with a reduced number of officers, we remain committed to providing quality, professional services, and additionally a 
fast and efficient response to priority emergency services no matter the budget situation or number of personnel that we 
have available to us. 


The following statistics may make it appear that the officers on the department have not been as busy as they were in 
calendar year 2012. Based on a recently I completed an overtime analysis for the Budget Committee relative to the filling 
of shifts vacated for an array of operational reasons. Following this analysis it is obvious to me that the department 
functioned with up to 54% of the personnel hours vacant, due to the inability to expend the overtime to fill those hours. 
Based on this knowledge I can tell you the officers who were on shift were working much harder with a much higher case 
load than previous years when we were fully staffed, or had the overtime funding to keep a much higher percentage of the 
vacated hours filled. The following are the activity comparisons between calendar year 2012 and 2013 in spite of all the 
above circumstances. In 2013 the overall calls for service decreased from 9,900 to 8912 (-9.9%). At the same time total 
number of Vehicle Accidents increased slightly in 2013 from 146 in 2012 up to 172 in 2013 (+1.5%). Many of these 
Vehicle Accidents resulted in moderate to severe injuries, but we were fortunate enough to make it through another 
calendar year with no Fatal Vehicle Accidents. Overall Motor Vehicle Stops increased in 2013 from 1153 in 2012 up to 
1959 in 2013 (440%). This is a particular area of activity that we concentrated on in order to reduce the number of motor 
vehicle complaints from citizens and also to better control the number of accidents that were occurring in town. Although 
I am pleased with the resulting number of stops based on where we were in August of 2013, but I am aware that we need 
to dedicate more time to traffic observation and enforcement, and radar speed enforcement. Investigative Cases decreased 
in 2013 from 599 in 2012 down to 458 in 2013 (-23.5%). With this said, the increased severity and the complexity of 
investigative cases where it included computerized child pornography cases, cases involving car-jacking and attempted 
kidnapping, and an increased number of drug cases, the time put into a fewer number of cases met or exceeded the 
personnel hours committed to the 599 cases in 2012. Although there are not always arrests made in these investigative 
cases, many times there is substantial time put into investigating them by our Detective, or by the Patrol Division. It is 
important to residents and non-residents that we continue to approach investigative cases in this manner in order to make 
sure that victims of crime are well represented. Of course it is also important that when someone has been accused and 
the reported event does not meet the definition of a crime, then we clear the names of those accused as well. In the arrests 
category arrests in 2012 totaled 202, there was a decrease in 2013 down to 167 (-17.3%). This number again does not 
surprise me based on the considerably reduced number of officers on duty during calendar year 2013. Nearly half of these 
arrests (48.5%) were on view arrests during the commission of a crime. The remainder of these arrests is the incident 
based/warrant type which requires a great deal of personnel hours before an arrest can be made. 


Another successful program that was added in late December of 2011 was the addition of a Prescription/Non-Controlled 
Drug Drop Box in the lobby of the police department, after working with the Pharmacy Board, the Department of Safety, 
the New Hampshire Attorney General’s Office, and the Federal Drug Enforcement Administration to make sure we were 
providing this service legally. Please refer to the Police Department page of the Town of North Hampton Website at 
www.northampton-nh.gov to find instructions of how to package prescription and non-controlled drugs for drop-off into 
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our drop box. Please remember under Federal or State Law Cocaine, Heroin, Ecstasy, Bath Salts, Marijuana and other 
illegal drugs cannot be placed in this drop box. Also sharps such as needles, syringes, epi-pens or lancets of any type are 
not allowed in the drop-box. There are also instructions on the police web page of organizations to contact for the 
disposal of sharps. This service which is meant for residents and non-residents is an imperative step toward solving the 
epidemic of the illegal use, abuse, and overdoses caused by prescription and non-controlled drugs. It also keeps these 
dangerous substances from ending up in our wells or public water systems after being buried in a land fill, or flushed 
down toilets. A disappointing discovery for calendar year 2013, was finding that our collections in the Non-Controlled 
Drug/Prescription Drug Box was only 48.2 Ibs. Although this is a considerable amount of drugs being disposed of in a 
proper way, it did not come close to what we collected in 2012 (130 lbs). This Annual Report will be the first of many 
efforts to get the word out that our box is still open and we need you to utilize it as much as possible to dispose of your 
non-controlled and prescription drugs that are no longer needed. The good news is; that two area departments added the 
same type of disposal boxes so our decrease may be due to the fact we are no longer servicing those communities, which 
are considerably larger than North Hampton. 


In late 2013 there was considerable concern in the community that the police department may not be effectively 
communicating with the public as to potential safety hazards or dangers in the school environment. I hope that the 
reaction from the police department following a forum held at the school has convinced all the residents of North 
Hampton, particularly those who have children who attend the school, that we heard the message loud and clear. We 
have, and will continue to communicate issues that affect the safety of the school and the children through the press, 
through the town website, the town’s e-mail system, and with the cooperation of the school through their e-mail system. 
As always, the police department and the school have made it our continued mission to work together in order to keep the 
children in the school as safe as possible. These efforts include the police department’s involvement in serious discipline 
and bullying situations, involvement in situations where a memorandum of understanding dictates when we will definitely 
work as a team on a particular criminal act or certain misbehavior, and of course to keep each other informed so when a 
issue arises that is not serious for it to be known about by the school and the police so we can prevent it from becoming a 
much larger, or more serious safety or behavioral problem. 


Other services added by the police department in 2012 was the availability of a Rape, Aggression, and Defense Course 
sponsored by our department and presented by the RAD Organization to residents and non-residents. There will be 
another offering for this course in 2013 based on the success of this first class. A second service started in 2012 
sponsored by our department and carried out by Homewatch Care Givers, is the availability of daily phone calls to those 
who sign up to received them in order to check on their well being. These daily calls are available to all residents who 
desire to sign up, and are designed for those who are elderly, permanently or temporarily infirmed, are housebound, on 
bed rest etc. Those who wish to sign up for services with Homewatch Care Givers are urged to go to the police — 
department page of the town website at 

http://www .northhampton-nh.gov/Public_Documents/NorthHamptonNH _Police/index to download a sign up form. You 
can then contact Sue Hills, a dedicated town resident who is assisting with this program in order to complete the 
application process. Her telephone number is 603-380-2375. Of course if you wish to obtain more information on this _ 
program you can feel free to contact the Police Administrative Assistant, Jess Miehle at 603-964-2198. | 
As always, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the residents of North Hampton for their support, and also to 
remind them to call us if they see anything they consider dangerous or suspicious. This is more important than ever | 
during the type of recessed economy we are currently experiencing. The success of any police agency relies greatly on the _ 
eyes and ears of the public, so please do not hesitate to call and make us aware of your concerns. All of us should be very 
aware that Prescription Drugs, certain non-controlled drugs, Marijuana, and Heroin seem to be the most common drugs — 
we are making arrests for. I ask the residents of North Hampton to continue assisting your police department in the -

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REPORT OF THE NORTH HAMPTON 


PUBLIC LIBRARY TRUSTEES 





The North Hampton Public Library (NHPL) Trustees closed out 2013 with a flurry of excitement, long evenings and 
insightful discussions about our new North Hampton Public Library and Cultural Center in the Municipal Complex. 


In March 2013 the voters of North Hampton approved a warrant article for $50,000 to be placed in the Library Capital 
Reserve Fund established in March 2006, for the planning and construction of a library addition or a new building. We 
thank you for your continued support towards our goal of building a library that will serve our community for the next 


fifty years. 


Over the past year, we spent much time developing a Building Program, establishing a Library Building Committee, 
evaluating architects, participating in the Town Charrette, and serving on the Municipal Facilities Committee. Many 
evenings have been spent creating spaces and incorporating community needs with the Library Building Committee and 
Ron Lamarre of Lavallee-Brensinger Architects of Manchester, NH. We sincerely appreciate the dedicated effort of our 
Building Committee members and those that participated in the many community meetings. 


We are extremely excited about the new library design and its ability to serve as a central resource for our community. 
The new library building design has successfully created dedicated areas for toddlers, teens, seniors and adults to enjoy 
while maintaining quiet study rooms and open spaces. The new floor plan includes flexible multi-purpose rooms that can 
be arranged to accommodate 75-100 people for larger library programs and community meetings. The 9,000 square foot 
library building will also have ADA compliant, full handicap accessible entrances, restrooms and aisles that will be able 
to accommodate those in wheelchairs or strollers. Our attachment to the Town offices will also allow us to both conserve 
amenities and share resources such as energy, storage, restrooms, parking and North Hampton historical collections. We 
are confident this attractive, energy efficient and enduring design can serve the needs of our North Hampton community 
and create more opportunities for education, information sharing and life-long learning for future generations. 


North Hampton Public Library will be launching a library capital campaign in 2014. With the guidance of Opus Advisors 
of Portsmouth, we have been identifying campaign leadership opportunities, determining the roles and responsibilities of 
our Campaign Committee, and developing our Case for Support. Current cost estimates for the new library suggest that it 
will cost approximately $2.4 million to build. Our goal is to raise half the total amount from the community, with the 
remaining funds coming from the Town through a Bond. Warrant articles and matching funds approved over the past 6 
years have provided us with a good start, leaving just under $1 million to realize our goal. Completing the campaign will 
require vision, leadership and dedicated support from our community. There will be many opportunities for you to 
participate in the campaign as we continue to move forward in the new year. 


We are grateful for the generous support and assistance —especially by the Friends of the Library who make possible many 
of the “extras” — museum passes, summer reading program prizes, coffee & tea at the library etc. Thank you for your hard 
work and dedication to our mission. 


We look forward to working together with the community to support the library capital campaign in 2014 and contribute 
to the future of North Hampton, New Hampshire.

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REPORT OF NORTH HAMPTON PLANNING BOARD 


During the past ten years the legislative body has voted to approve amendments to the North Hampton Zoning Ordinance 
designed to help preserve North Hampton’s rural seacoast character and heritage as well as to protect the town’s valuable 
resources, and to help keep taxes from rising. 


Zoning Ordinance Amendments 


In support of these goals the North Hampton Planning Board is working toward the following amendments and additions 
to the North Hampton Zoning Ordinance for placement on the March 2014 Town Warrant: 


e Proposed amendment to Article VII, Section 704 — Certificate of Occupancy and Article VII, Section 706 — 
Notice of Action. The intent of the proposed amendment is to place the responsibility of posting the Building 
Permit and Certificate of Occupancy with the Applicant instead of the Building Inspector/Code Enforcement 
Officer. 


e Proposed amendment to Article IIT, Section 302.10 — Definition of “Duplex’’- the intent of the proposed 
amendment to the definition of “Duplex” is to remove all vagueness from the current definition. 


e Anew proposal to add a Demolition Review Ordinance, sponsored by the North Hampton Heritage Commission. 
This ordinance institutes a process to review demolition permits for historical properties in town. Participation in 
the process is voluntary, and the proposal will not prevent a homeowner from demolishing their home, but does 
provide a process to document historic properties and an opportunity for the Heritage Commission to work with 
homeowners on alternatives to demolishing a historic structure. 


1. Consistent with the first principle of the Master Plan to preserve the town’s rural seacoast character and 
heritage, but not at all to prevent landowners from developing their land as they see fit, the Heritage 
Commission initiated work on a Demolition Review Ordinance that proposes a process for a landowner 
on a voluntary basis to preserve or before demolition to document structures determined to have historical 
significance. 


2. The purpose of the proposed Demolition Delay Ordinance is to establish a 30-day time limit for the 
demolition permitting process and to encourage open dialogue between property owners and the Heritage 
Commission for documenting and potentially preserving buildings deemed historically significant. This 
ordinance will not in any way prevent landowners from developing property in any manner they prefer 
that is consistent with the Zoning Ordinance. 


Master Plan Update 


The Board has continued its efforts to update the Town’s Master Plan, and has updated all chapters except for our future 
land use chapter and natural resource chapter which should be available for approval in the spring 2014. 


The Town’s Master Plan is the critical planning document we are required by State law to maintain and guide this board 
on all of its planning efforts. 


1. As the state and region develop in the future, North Hampton should maintain its rural New England seacoast 
character and heritage.

*A Pre-application Design Review for a 49-lot Workforce Housing Subdivision is currently pending before the Planning 
Board for property located at 160-186 Post Road, aka, Governor Dale Property. The Developer is working with the Town 
and the Southeast Land Trust to permanently preserve the Governor Dale property by acquiring a conservation easement. 
The legislative body voted overwhelmingly at the March 12, 2013 Annual Election to raise, through taxation, One 
Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars ($150,000.00) to support the acquisition of a conservation easement, the 
Conservation Commission committed Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars ($350,000.00) from its conservation 
capital reserve fund and the Southeast Land Trust has committed to raise the remaining funds for the purchase by private 
donations. The Design Review has been continued each month since the May 7, 2013 meeting pending receipt of the 
grant from the US Farm and Ranchland Protection Program; receiving it is contingent on the purchase of the property.

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REPORT OF NORTH HAMPTON WATER COMMISSION

The NHWC works on behalf of the community to safe-guard its water resources, hold down the cost of service, and resolve the 
Townspeople’s issues with the water delivery service offered by the Aquarion Water Company in Hampton, NH. 


Aquarion provides water to ~70% of the Town residents as well as Rye Beach and Hampton. The Town is a very large customer; 
its Town offices, the North Hampton school and water hydrants are served by the company. The company was founded in 1907, 
initially serving the Hampton Beach Precinct. There are 105 miles of water mains and 368 hydrants in the three towns. 


Aquarion continues to search long term (by 2020-2025), for new water sources. Aquarion still considers desalination as not being 
a viable alternative due to the capital investment for implementation. 


The NHWC continues to participate in the ongoing NH Public Utilities Commission's (PUC) review of Aquarion Water 
Company's proposed Water Infrastructure and Conservation Adjustment (WICA) projects. A meeting with Aquarion to review 
their proposed capital expenditures for 2013-2014 was held on October 28, 2013. 


Service Line Repair/Replacement Insurance: 


At this meeting, the Commissioners also discussed with Aquarion that many homeowners do not understand that they are 
responsible for the maintenance and repair of the water service line that is located on their property and that brings water into 
their homes. Ordinarily, in the street there is a water main, and each home taps that water main with a water service line to bring 
water into the home. Where the water service line leaves the municipal right of way and enters onto the property of the 
homeowner, the repair and maintenance of the water line becomes the responsibility of the homeowners. If a break occurs in the 
water service line on the homeowner’s property, it is the homeowner’s responsibility to replace or repair the line. Such repairs 
can cost thousands of dollars. The Commissioners asked Aquarion to publicize to its home-owning customers the availability of 
the Water Line Protection Plan insurance that it offers to homeowners so that they can insure against the risk and expense of 
water service line repairs. The Commissioners agreed that this $70 annual insurance policy was a very reasonable price 
compared to the cost to homeowners for the excavation and repair of a water service line, particularly for older homes, served by 
a water service line 50 years old and older. 


2013 New Hampshire Public Utilities Commission Aquarion Water Company Rate Order: 


The New Hampshire Public Utilities Commission, by an Order dated June 28, 2013, granted Aquarion Water Company a 15.2% 
increase in water rates, despite the best efforts of the Towns of North Hampton and Hampton to minimize the increase in water 
rates that had been sought by Aquarion. 


Aquarion filed a rate case that originally sought an 18.3% increase in water rates. The North Hampton Water Commissioners and 
the Select Board took the position that an increase of this amount was completely unwarranted, particularly given the difficult 
economic times that water users and taxpayers are continuing to experience. The public hearing held by the N.H. Public Utilities 
Commission for North Hampton and Hampton area residents yielded an earful of comments from water customers, calling the

proposed increase “obscene”, “astronomical”, “way over the edge” and “just plain wrong.” 
In response to Aquarion’s efforts to obtain a 10.25% return on its investment, and in an effort to minimize the rate increase, North 


Hampton and Hampton joined together to hire a rate of return expert to present the N.H. Public Utilities Commission with a 
different point of view about what a fair rate of return on investment for Aquarion should be. In the end, while the Public 
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Utilities Commission ended up adopting the high end of the rate of return range proposed by the towns’ expert, the town’s efforts 
only were able to hold Aquarion’s rate increase “down” to 15.2% rather than the 18.3% that the company originally sought. 


The rate increase Order issued by the N.H. PUC also requires Aquarion to perform a cost of service study in connection with its 
next rate case, North Hampton has contended that the fire hydrant charges that Aquarion bills the towns for fire protection 
continue to be far in excess of the hydrant rates that Portsmouth, Manchester and Nashua charge. The cost of a service study will 
provide the towns with the opportunity to examine more closely whether the availability of fire protection is being properly 
priced, or whether the towns are forced to subsidize the water users through the payment of exorbitant fees for water hydrants. 


The Water Commissioners are disappointed by the water rate increase awarded by the N.H. Public Utilities Commission. The 
Commissioners felt that rather than a 15.2% increase, any increase that should have been granted should have been in the single 
digits, below 10%. The Commissioners are mindful that the last two rate increases prior to this one were very high: 18.64% in 
2006 and 17.44% in 2009.

Studying the water system and preparing long-range and comprehensive programs and 
methods of financing improvements/alterations/extensions in order to “insure that, in 


due time, all major and worthy areas of the aforesaid Town will receive adequate fire 
protection by virtue of an organized and properly conducted municipal water system”;

To conduct any other business, investigations or work related to the aforesaid system whether 
mentioned herein or not upon authorization by the vote of the legal voters of said Town in 
annual or especially-convened Town Meetings.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


Similar to what we saw in 2011 and 2012, the lagging economy, uncertain politics and tax policies, and apparent bias 
against taking “risk” again seemed to be reflected in significantly less adjudicative activity for the North Hampton Zoning 
Board of Adjustment (“ZBA”) in 2013. Just four (4) cases came before the Board during the year. Of the four (4), all were 
granted the relief requested, often with conditions and/or other special features. 


However, the absence of adjudicative cases presented the Board with additional opportunities to address some other 
significant issues, specifically, “Jurisdiction”, “Enforcement”; and, “creeping expansion/modification” of previously 
approved “Special Exceptions’ and/or ‘Variances’. 


A,) Little Boar’s Head District: The complex “Jurisdictional” issues reported in this Report last year between The Little 
Boar’s Head District and the Town of North Hampton continue unresolved. The Zoning Board of Adjustment for North 
Hampton, upon the advice of legal counsel, formally determined in January 2013 to “deny” jurisdiction for a Case which 
arose within the Little Boar’s Head District. Such action has resulted in several meetings and many months of negotiation 
between the Select Board and the Commissioners. This year 2014 should see a resolution and increased local supervision 
at the District level. 


B,) Enforcement: A fire in early December 2013 at a non-approved apartment located within a home-occupation property 
located on Winnicut Road fortunately occurred without injury or loss of life. However, Kevin Kelley, Building Inspector, 
has stepped up his general enforcement efforts and the Board has requested that he give special attention to and inspect all 
properties that have received a “special exception” or “variance” from the Board during the past five (5) years to ensure 
compliance and no “creeping”. Public Safety and Welfare are an integral part of the Town’s Zoning Ordinance and 
surface in most every decision. 


C,) “Creeping Expansion”: Real Property continues to be an extremely valuable and increasingly precious commodity in 
North Hampton. It is not surprising that owners wish to maximize the uses made of their property. However, zoning 
decisions are generally made based upon case specific facts and circumstances. “Conditions” and/or “Limits” imposed by 


the Board are there for very specific reasons often the result of sworn public input testimony and evidence. Violations can 


harm public safety; compromise Town land use policy and planning; and, adversely affect the property values of abutters, 
neighborhoods and the community at large. More attention will be given in 2014 to identifying and correcting “creeping” 
violations. The Select Board is similarly concerned. 


Another matter which the Board addressed this past year was to create an opportunity for interested citizens of North 


Hampton to come before the Board in public session, ask questions concerning process and procedures, and generally 
become more informed about zoning, why it exists, and how it operates. As Chair, it is my hope that such an opportunity 
will occur more often and as may be necessary to address public interest. 


Many of the Board Members and Alternates continue to avail themselves of Town supported opportunities to attend ZBA 
training and continuing educational programs on their personal time. This has proven exceptionally helpful, as both 
Members and Alternates have become increasingly knowledgeable and sensitive to the legal nuances and peculiarities of 
zoning law and regulation. 


Serving as elected Members of the Board at the close of 2013 are Bob Field, Chair; David Buber, Vice Chair; George 


_ Lagassa; Phelps Fullerton; and, Robert (“Bob”) Landman. Bob Field and Phelps Fullerton have terms ending in March 


2014. Five (5) Alternate positions are authorizes by law, and are filled by appointment, and in number, at the discretion of 
the ZBA. Lisa Wilson, Dennis Williams and Jonathan Pinette occupy three (3) positions. Two (2) other positions are 
vacant. Appointment decisions are based on perceived need and made following submission of biographical material, 
interviews, and consideration of areas of special expertise and experience. Alternates serve on cases, as necessary, 
sequentially in rotation. All are encouraged to regularly attend meetings. 
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Finally, the entire ZBA thanks Paul Apple, Town Administrator for his counsel and support; and, Wendy Chase 
Administrative Assistant and Recording Secretary for her endless patience, pleasant disposition and professional — 
efficiency. Kevin Kelley, our new Building Inspector and Code Enforcement Officer has pursued his administrative tasks 
with energy and fresh enthusiasm. As stated above, his job has taken on increasing importance and we look forward to | 
another and busier year. And last, but not least, our thanks go to John Savastano, our very capable Channel 22, | 
Community Cable TV producer. He performs professionally and his contributions to our Board’s efficiency are

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Pursuant to RSA Section 36-A: 2, included below is the Annual Report of your North Hampton Conservation 
Commission for Calendar Year 2013. Highlighted below are some of the achievements made by your Commission as well 
as the challenges ahead of us. 


Inventory of Conservation Land 


Our Town currently has 1,461 acres of land committed for conservation or about 16.4% of the Town’s total land area. 
This land is comprised of 120 parcels, mostly concentrated in the Winnicut River Watershed, from which most of the 
Town’s drinking water is supplied. In calendar 2013, the Town inventory of conservation land increased by 82.4 acres, 
with the addition of three projects. These included the Governor Dale Farm, on Post Road (51 acres), the former “Old 
Farm” off Atlantic Ave and Mill Rd. (14.6 acres) and seven landlocked parcels in the twelve shares section of Town (16.8 
acres). Since the inception of North Hampton Forever in 2001 to date, the total acreage in the conservation inventory has 
nearly doubled. 


Most of our efforts in 2013 were committed to securing a conservation easement for the pastoral Gov. Dale Farm, which 
we initiated in August 2012. We were very successful in entering into a three-way coalition with the Southeast Land Trust 
and the land owner, Mr. Joseph Falzone. While as of this writing, we are still awaiting the final approval of the appraisal 
and easement agreement by the Federal Government for our grant, we are guardedly optimistic that it will be completed 
soon. In 2013, we achieved several milestones for this project. Chief among these were: a) the approval by Town Meeting 
to commit a one-time expenditure of $150,000 by an 83% voter margin towards the purchase of the conservation 
easement; b) the commitment by the Conservation Commission of $350,000 from the Conservation reserve, c) the 
successful fundraising of another $150,000 by the Southeast Land Trust and private donation support from Town residents 
and other interested contributors; d) the grant application approval by the US Farm and Ranchland Protection Program for 
a $1.2 million grant, e) a highly successful Open House in October, hosted by the Land Trust and our Commission, which 
drew nearly 400 guests to tour the farm grounds and the Governor’s former home; and f) the State approval of the farm 
house into the NH Registry of Historic Places. 


Our second acquisition was made in October with the transfer of land from Mr. Russell Jeppesen, from a previously 
approved sub-division, to place into conservation. The land is the former Marston-Moulton land, previously known as the 
“Old Farm”, which includes a former stone-walled road intersecting it diagonally from Atlantic Ave. to Mill Road. This 
park-like road is now a cleared trail for public passive recreation such as walking, hiking and cross-country skiing. 
Several other hiking trails on the property are being cleared by an Eagle Scout candidate. 


Third, in December the Town was deeded additional conservation land in the “Twelve Shares” area, south of Atlantic Ave 
and west of the Shiprock and Rockrimmon subdivisions. The 16.75 acres, comprised of seven landlocked parcels, were 
graciously donated to the Town by former resident Mr. Roger Hammond. The parcels have conservation benefit by 
protecting and mitigating contamination of the Nilus Brook, near the Town of Hampton boundary. Because Twelve 
Shares parcels are mostly landlocked strips with no frontage, have multiple owners, the properties have significant ledge 
rock and are difficult to survey, their value for residential subdivision is questionable. However, over the many years, they 
served a valued purpose as wildlife habitat. 


Our Contaminated Rivers 


We continue to monitor our two rivers in North Hampton, since both are listed as impaired waterways by the NH DES. ; 


We pursued additional tasks in the Little River watershed with several initiatives. Water quality testing was ongoing at 
test benchmark locations along the Little River, with slightly more favorable results, primarily from having major septic 
system upgrades on properties near the river. The water quality at the North Hampton Beach has improved, with only two 
North Hampton Beach advisories issued in 2013. In addition, in July we initiated the Bacteria Source Tracking and 
Canine Detection Program, where trained dogs were employed to identify by smell, the presence of human wastewater 


from septic systems. This proved to be very effective in pinpointing likely point source contamination along the Little — 


River. Several “hot spots” were identified primarily near the North Hampton Beach and the outlet culvert of the Little 
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River into the ocean. Our next goal is to conduct more detailed investigation of those point sources. In May, we were 
awarded a DES Grant for $30,000 towards a $53,000 program to improve water quality in the Little River Watershed. 
The Grant provides for Best Management Practices for selected locations in the Little River Watershed to mitigate surface 
water runoff into the river. Matching funding is being provided by in-kind services match over the two-year grant period. 


We are also monitoring the water quality of the Winnicut River and have been reviewing DES test data related to ongoing 
water quality status of the river. We are also considering our own program to conduct further water quality testing. The 
Commission is especially sensitive to the Winnicut River’s quality because of its proximity to the major Town drinking 
water supply from the nearby Aquarion wells off Winnicut Road. 


Other Projects 


In December, 2012, the Commission submitted a wetlands permit to the DEC to remove an old, crumbling former Drake 
Farm dam on the Little River because it was impeding the natural flow of the river, thereby causing water stagnation. The 
permit was approved in August and through the efforts of John Hubbard and his Highway Department the dam was 
dismantled and removed in two days. We thank the Highway Department for this ambitious task. The result was better 
river water flow, which subsequently improved water quality and wildlife habitat. 


The Commission actively supported the efforts of the Rockingham Planning Commission to encourage the use of the 
railroad bed intersecting North Hampton for a multi-use recreational trail. The rail line trail, which will pass through 
North Hampton, will start from Seabrook and enter Kittery ME. The rails were removed in the fall and the purchase of the 
land by the State is pending. Several conservation trails in North Hampton will link into the railroad bed trail. 


Conservation Land New Recreational Trails 


North Hampton was fortunate in having four Boy Scout Eagle projects in 2013 for Eagle Award candidates who proposed 
clearing and marking new walking trails on conservation parcels. The first project, completed in July by Christopher 
Lattimer, starts behind Gus’ Bicycle Shop and winds its way behind the Lafayette Crossing outlet mall (behind Shaw’s 
and Home Depot) to the railroad bed. Christopher did a great job and was awarded his Eagle Award in August. A second 
trail, by Parker Westbrook, begins behind the Lafayette Crossing outlet mall and makes its way to the railroad bed. The 
project is nearing completion and he will receive his Eagle Award this spring. A third trail is being marked and cleared by 
Matt Dufour at the newly acquired Old Farm conservation parcel off Mill Rd and Atlantic Ave. Matt’s Eagle project will 
include the trail from Mill Road to the Old Farm road and continue on the west side of Old Farm Road through the forest 
and loop back towards the Mill Road end of the property. With his private fundraising effort, he will also include new 
wooden benches for rest stops along the trail routes. Matt will begin his project early this year. Finally, Eagle Candidate 
Ben Thayer will mark and clear new trails on the Corbett conservation parcels from the entrance at Walnut Ave, adjacent 
to the Stratham boundary, to the Robie Conservation land, where other trails have been cleared. The trail will include 
several stream crossings and trail spurs off the main trails. He will also clear a parking area. 


We are very grateful for and pleased with the dedicated efforts of these young men and commend the strong adult 
leadership and oversight in guiding them through their ambitious projects. 


Trail Maps Initiative 


In 2013, we undertook a major sub-committee project to provide hiking trail maps for several conservation parcels in 
town. The maps were laid out using GPS positioning to benchmark the important guidepost locations along the trails and 
then data was digitally plotted using specialized computer software. Afterwards the maps were transferred into standard 
“PDF” computer format for ease in making prints on letterhead paper. They are being posted on the Town web site for 
accessibility and residents can download and print the maps from their home computers to guide them when they walk the 
conservation trails. 


Conservation Parcels Improvements 


We continued our work to mark the trails with signs and to clear the trails to make them more easily accessible. New trail 
signs have been installed to show directions and land boundaries. While we encourage and welcome participation by 
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residents using the trails, we caution that wheeled, motorized vehicles, campfires, litter, and alcohol consumption are not 
permitted. We were given assurances from our Police Department that they will continue to monitor our conservation 
parcels for prohibited activities. 


Coordinated Efforts with Other Town Boards 

Your Commission contributed to several hearings by the Planning and Zoning Boards on matters impacting wetlands 
quality. We continue to conduct conservation land monitoring programs to ensure the protection of conservation parcels. 
Our use of third party easement-holding trusts and their expertise has proven highly valuable in monitoring some of the 


larger parcels in conservation. 


Calendar year 2013 was a landmark for Town boards’ cooperative efforts. Our Town Warrant article, which sought 


$150,000 by Town voters for the Gov Dale easement, was approved unanimously by five different Town Boards. It was | 
the first time in memory where five Town boards agreed unanimously with us to support a conservation warrant article. 


We wish thank members of the Select Board, Planning Board, Zoning Board, Agricultural Commission and Heritage 
Commission for their strong continued support and unity in purpose for the passage of the warrant article. 


Right to Know Act Compliance and Legal Matters 


As a part of our Rules of Procedure, in 2013 we continued our annual review of the provisions of RSA 91-A: 3, | 


commonly known as the Right te Know Act, to highlight the legal rules and limitations in conducting Town business. We 


now have ongoing discussions of the Act in business meetings. Of significance are the often unknown or misunderstood _ 
limitations placed on the use of e-mail, phone discussions or internet social networks for conducting non-procedural _ 


business by a Town Commission or Board. One other apparent misunderstood requirement is the posting of meeting 
minutes. We comply completely with the RSA mandated 5-day time limit for submitting draft meeting minutes for public 
review to the Town office. However, there is no statutory requirement to post minutes on the town web site for which we 
have no responsibility or control. Accordingly, residents are welcome to attend our public meetings, view our meetings on 
Channel 22, or obtain the draft minutes at the Town Office. After Commission approval, final minutes can be reviewed at 
the Town Clerk’s office. As always, your comments and suggestions are most welcome. 


Acknowledgments 


Finally, on behalf of your Conservation Commission, we thank the property owners who placed their land into 
conservation in 2013 and you, the residents of North Hampton for your continued support and confidence in our efforts to 
acquire, preserve and protect conservation land, to reduce taxes and to preserve the rural and historic character of our 
Town. We also wish to thank the Town management and employee staff for assisting us on our many requests. Finally, we 
were all saddened by the passing of our dear former long-time Conservation Commission member, Stan Knowles and 
must acknowledge his participation, loyalty and dedication of our Conservation efforts. We owe his efforts our gratitude 
for making the Town Forest a reality milestone which we could not have achieved without Stan. We all join his family in 
lamenting his absence.

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REPORT OF NORTH HAMPTON HERITAGE COMMISSION 





Major Projects 

The Heritage Commission set several major goals in 2011-2012; some to be completed by the end of June 
2013 and some that will be ongoing. The goals to be completed included Listing Town Hall on the 
National Register of Historic Places, listing the Old Library(Stone Building) on the State Register of 
Historic Places, starting the National Register process for the Old Library, writing an Historic Resources 
Section for the North Hampton Master Plan, and planning and initiating a joint meeting of Seacoast 
Heritage Commissions and Historic District Commissions. The ongoing goal is the Survey of the Town's 
Historic Resources. Many of these projects/goals needed to be accomplished simultaneously. 


Town Hall 

The efforts to nominate the Town Hall to the National Register were complicated by the decision to 
complete the renovations to the building without further delay. The submission target date had been 
Spring of 2012, then delayed until September. However, upon removal of the concrete ramp, it was 
determined that the sill issues needed to be addressed and the front door needed to be replaced pushing 
the submission date into November thereby delaying the acceptance notification into February, 2013. On 
February 13, 2013 the wonderful news arrived from the National Register. The Heritage Commission 
immediately started to plan a celebration. The Select Board proclaimed May 18,2013 as Town Hall Day. 
The Heritage Commission started fundraising efforts to underwrite the total cost of the event. More than 
$2,000 was donated by individuals and businesses which covered all expenses including framing the 
various awards and certificates. The events of the day included a reenactment of the actual opening which 
took place on March 12, 1844. As the Revere Bell struck 12 of the o'clock, the Select Men and the Town 
Moderator, dressed in period costume, arrived in a cart drawn by a team of oxen. The keeper of the clock 
was dressed as Paul Revere. The scouts acted as the color guard. The actual proclamation was read and 
Town Hall was declared open. The school band provided music outdoors. Inside there were many 
exhibits, an art show provided by the North Hampton students, period food, live music, a library exhibit 
and many more interesting and historic presentations including artifacts provided by the Historical 
Society. There were many exhibits outside as well provided by the Agriculture Commission and the New 
Hampshire 4-H Club. All of this was recorded and replayed by Channel 22. Thank you to all the people, 
organizations and businesses who helped make Town Hall Day an event for North Hampton to be proud 
of and to enjoy. 


In addition to the listing on the National Register, Town Hall was also honored by receiving the top spot 

on the National Park Service/ National Register of Historic Places website for Preservation Month 2013. 
_ The Town of North Hampton also received the New Hampshire Preservation Alliance 2013 Preservation 

Achievement Award for Outstanding Restoration of Town Hall. The Chair of the Old Town Hall 

Committee and member of the Heritage Commission, Paul Cuetara, submitted the nomination to the 

Alliance. 

Old Library/Stone Building 

Another goal for 2013 was to prepare a nomination to the New Hampshire State Register of Historic 

Places for the First Library Building (1907-1973). This application was written by the Heritage 

Commission as part of the ongoing survey effort. The Select Board voted to approve the submission of 

the application to the state. It was submitted in February, 2013. The building was listed on the State 

Register of Historic Places on April 29, 2013. Due to Town budget constraints the Heritage Commission 

decided to pursue listing on the National Register without hiring a paid consultant. With the approval of 

the Select Board, work started on the preparation of the application. The goal is to achieve listing in early 

2014. 

Historic Resources Section 

North Hampton Master Plan 
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A great deal of research was involved in the preparation of this document. The Heritage Commission was 
committed to producing a working document with realistic goals and recommendations. The document 
includes a brief History of North Hampton, a summary of Heritage Commission Activities and the Goals 
and Recommendations of the Commission, which will guide our activities. North Hampton continues to 
address the challenges of growth, while maintaining the important values of the past. the eclectic nature of 
North Hampton's development is a constant reminder that as we move forward, it is important to 
remember the past. The Heritage Commission strives to keep that vision of the past as a guide to the 
future. The Heritage Commission approved the Historic Resources chapter in January, 2013 and 
submitted it to the Planning Board. The Public Hearing was held in April, 2013 and the Chapter was 
approved. Each of the four Goals was accompanied by specific Recommendations. The Heritage 
Commission has already met several of these Recommendations and is in the process of working on the 
others. The specific activities undertaken include: 

Goal: Make historic preservation part of the planning process 

e The Heritage Commission continues the effort to survey and inventory the structures and sites of 
North Hampton, in a systematic fashion, with emphasis on structures and sites more than 50 
years old. The Heritage Commission endorsed the effort of the Conservation Commission to 
preserve Dale Farm. We also provide historic and deed research to the Conservation 
Commission. 

e On January 28,2013 the Select Board approved unanimously a reworded policy statement 
proposed by the Heritage Commission: 

"The North Hampton Heritage Commission will be consulted in an advisory capacity in the 
review of any proposal to renovate historic town-owned buildings or development plans for 
town-owned buildings and sites. The definition of historic will include any building/structure or 
portion thereof at least fifty (50) years old." 
Goal: Amendments to North Hampton Zoning ordinance to preserve the rural New England 
character and heritage of North Hampton. 

e Working with the Planning Board to write a Demolition Review Ordinance. 

Goal: Recognize and work to preserve civic structures more than 50 years old, including those no 
longer owned by the town. 

e Listing the Town Hall to the National Register. Listing the former library/stone building to the 
New Hampshire Register of Historic Places and preparing a nomination for listing to the National 
Register. 

Goal: Engage and educate the community about the historical significance of the built environment 
and the people who lived and worked here. 

e Survey volunteers engaged 7th grade students in the effort to survey the school and grounds. 

e Posting completed survey forms for historic properties to the Town website. 

e Initiated and hosted the first Seacoast regional meeting of Heritage Commissions and Historic 
District Commissions on May 4, 2013 at Town Hall. The event was attended by 28 
Commissioners representing 10 towns. A statement supporting the reinstatement of LCHIP (Land 
and Community Heritage Investment Program) was developed and presented to the NH 
Legislature on behalf of those attending. LCHIP funding was restored. Rye volunteered to host a 
meeting in September, 2013. It is very beneficial to have communication with neighboring 
Commissions. 


Survey 
The ongoing survey effort is a tremendous undertaking. Monthly meetings and special information 
meetings were held. The process is dependent on the efforts of volunteers. The Commission is very 
grateful to everyone who has worked so diligently on the survey. We are considering various strategies to 

: 
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simplify the process. Retention of volunteers is difficult and efforts to recruit new volunteers and possible 
university interns is underway. Professional consultants are not an option at present due to the cost.

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REPORT OF THE AGRICULTURE COMMISSION 


Throughout the year members of the Agrculture Commission continued to be involved with fund raising and decisions 
regarding the greenhouse project at the North Hampton School. That project will soon be completed and become an | 
enriching learning space for our school. 

The community garden expanded again this year and has 48 12 X 20 garden spaces for the gardening community. There | 


are also 2 hoop houses at the site, one, which was made by one of the gardeners, and another larger one, which was | 
donated by Fuller Gardens and erected with the help of Boy Scout Troop 162. : 


Early in the spring the Agriculture Commission was alerted to the Impatiens downy mildew blight and sent out. 
information to the community cautioning people about which varieties to avoid planting. People should continue to check 
the UNH Extension site regarding this problem for the coming growing season. 


The other issue that we were alerted to is the Asian Longhorn Beetle and Emerald Ash Borer, which are infecting and 
killing trees. The Emerald Ash Borer was found in Concord and a quarentine of all hardwood firewood is in effect for 
Merrimack County. 


The Master Gardeners held a fabulous open garden event in June, at the community garden. They shared information 
through displays on growing, using herbs, innovative gardening, such as hay bale gardens, and dehydrating as a method of 
preserving. 


The Agriculture Commission has purchased a dehydrator which is available for gardeners and our school cafeteria. 


In October, to celebrate autumn’s bountiful harvest, the Agriculture Commission, with Pam Hopkins and Lisa Strouss, 
sponsored a parents and kids cooking together program. This was held in the school cafeteria, with the help of Paula 
Field, and featured several nutritious and tasty recipes, which the kids cooked and then ate. We also provided cornstalks, 
hay bales, and other agricultural themed items for the Food Day, Harvest Fest and eighth grade barn tour. 


The Agriculture Commission emphasizes the importance of our agricultural resources and advocated for the purchase of — 
the Gov. Dale Farm easement. We will continue to advocate for buying local, supporting farmers’ markets, growing your 
own garden, raising a few chickens and/or keeping bees. 


We hope everyone will have success in their efforts for a greater connection to agriculture and real food.

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REPORT OF THE ENERGY COMMITTEE 


The North Hampton Energy Committee (NHEC) conducted a comprehensive street light audit in 2012. This audit 
resulted in three significant findings; two missing street lights and one street light that the town was being billed for at a 
higher rate. PSNH investigated and confirmed our findings and rebated North Hampton the associated costs. NHEC used 
the 2012 audit to identify street lights as candidates for possible removal. At the start of 2013 North Hampton had a total 
of 154 street lights with an annual cost of >$20,000. The committee prioritized the list and flagged 19 lights for 
immediate removal. The list was based largely on comments and letters that the town received from residents during this 
process. The list was submitted to Town Administrator Paul Apple, reviewed at a town meeting, and voted upon by the 
Select Board. All but one (46-5 Kimberly Dr.) of the lights was accepted for removal. In August PSNH completed the 
removal. This removal will save the town more than $2400 annually. The full report can be found at the library and on 
the Town website under energy committee. 


The committee would like to thank founding member Mary Lou Wollmar for all the great work she has done over the 
numerous years serving as Chair. Her dedication, fantastic attitude, and contagious smile and laughter will be greatly 
missed. Mary Lou resigned, and is looking forward to embracing other challenges and endeavors. 


An energy display has been set up in the library with books and reference materials for residents. The display includes a 
hands on demonstration comparing the energy consumption of various light bulbs, like CFL, LED, and incandescent. 
There are KillA Watt meters and infrared thermometers available for check out as well. So please come to the library and 
take some of these tools home and be your own energy detective. 


The NHEC recommends that residents take advantage of an energy reduction program offered by PSNH. The program is 
called Home Performance with Energy Star ®. The program, offered by PSNH, starts with a thorough energy audit of 
your home to determine where improvements are needed. After the assessment the contractor supplies the home owner 
with a detailed work proposal that outlines recommended improvements. Should the home owner decide to make the 
improvements PSNH would rebate 50% of the cost up to a total of $4,000. Details at www.nhsaves.com/homeheating 


We can all conserve and minimize our impact on the environment through knowledge and constant vigilance. Individually 
we should set a goal to reduce our energy consumption at home, at work, in our businesses, and in our town and 
community.

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MANAGEMENT?’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 





As management of the Town of North Hampton, we offer readers this narrative 
overview and analysis of the financial activities of the Town for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 2013. Unless otherwise noted, all amounts are expressed in thousands. 


A. OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the basic 
financial statements. The basic financial statements are comprised of three com- 
ponents: (1) government-wide financial statements, (2) fund financial statements, 
and (3) notes to financial statements. This report also contains other supplemen- 
tary information in addition to the basic financial statements themselves. 


Government-wide financial statements. The government-wide financial state- 
ments are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of our finances in 
a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Position presents information on all assets and liabilities, 
with the difference between the two reported as net position. Over time, increases 
or decreases in net position may serve as a useful indicator of whether the finan- 
cial position is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the government's 
net position changed during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net position 
are reported as soon as the underlying event giving rise to the change occurs, 
regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are 
reported in this statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in future 
fiscal periods (e.g., uncollected taxes and earned but unused vacation leave). 


The government-wide financial statements distinguish functions that are princi- 
pally supported by taxes and intergovernmental revenues. The governmental 
activities include general government, public safety, highways and streets, sani- 
tation, economic development, and culture and recreation. 


Fund financial statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is used 
to maintain contro! over resources that have been segregated for specific activi- 
ties or objectives. Fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compli- 
ance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds can be divided into 
two categories: governmental funds and fiduciary funds. 


Governmental funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially 
the same functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide 
financial statements. However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, 
governmental fund financial statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows 
of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available 
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at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a gov- 
ernment’s near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government- 
wide financial statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for 
governmental funds with similar information presented for governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. By doing so, readers may better 
understand the long-term impact of the government's near-term financing deci- 
sions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the governmental fund 
statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in fund balances provide 

a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental funds and 
governmental activities. 


An annual appropriated budget is adopted for the general fund. A budgetary 
comparison statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate 
compliance with this budget. 


Fiduciary funds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the 
benefit of parties outside the government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the 
government-wide financial statements because the resources of those funds are 
not available to support the Town’s own programs. The accounting used for fidu- 
ciary funds is much like that used for proprietary funds. 


Notes to financial statements. The notes provide additional information that is 
essential to a full understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and 
fund financial statements. 


Other information. In addition to the basic financial statements and accompany- 
ing notes, this report also presents certain required supplementary information 
which is required to be disclosed by accounting principles generally accepted in 
the United States of America. 


B. FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the total of assets exceeded liabili- 
ties by $9,808 (i.e., net position), a change of $297 in comparison to the prior 
year. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported com- 
bined ending fund balances of $4,050, a change of $20 in comparison to the 
prior year. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, unassigned fund balance for the general 
fund was $898, a change of $(54) in comparison to the prior year. 


e Total long-term debt (i.e., bonds payable) at the close of the current fiscal 
year was $3,754, a change of $(191) in comparison to the prior year.

As noted earlier, net position may serve over time as a useful indicator of a 
government's financial position. At the close of the most recent fiscal year, 
total net position was $9,808, a change of $297 from the prior year. 


The largest portion of net position $6,779 reflects our investment in capital assets 
(e.g., land, buildings, machinery, equipment, and infrastructure); less any related 
debt used to acquire those assets that is still outstanding. These capital assets 
are used to provide services to citizens; consequently, these assets are not avail- 
able for future spending. Although the investment in capital assets is reported net 
of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed to repay this debt 
must be provided from other sources, since the capital assets themselves cannot 
be used to liquidate these liabilities. 


An additional portion of net position $1,708 represents resources that are subject 
to external restrictions on how they may be used. The remaining balance of 
unrestricted net position $1,320 may be used to meet the government's ongoing 
obligations to citizens and creditors.

D. FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF THE GOVERNMENT’S FUNDS 


As noted earlier, fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compliance 
with finance-related legal requirements. 


Governmental funds. The focus of governmental funds is to provide information 
on near-term inflows, outflows and balances of spendable resources. Such infor- 
mation is useful in assessing financing requirements. In particular, unassigned 
fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government's net resources 
available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


As of the end of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined 
ending fund balances of $4,050, a change of $20 in comparison to the prior year. 
Key elements of this change are as follows:

There was no change between the original budget and the final budget. 


F. CAPITAL ASSET AND DEBT ADMINISTRATION 





Capital assets. Total investment in capital assets for governmental activities at 
year-end amounted to $10,780 (net of accumulated depreciation), a change of 
$109 from the prior year. This investment in capital assets includes land, buildings 
and system, improvements, and machinery and equipment. 


Major capital asset events during the current fiscal year included the following: 


e Road Reconstruction $ 257 
e Purchase of a Dump truck $ 93 
e Purchase of Police Cruisers $ 36

Long-term debt. At the end of the current fiscal year, total bonded debt out- 
standing was $3,754, all of which was backed by the full faith and credit of the 
government.

G. ECONOMIC FACTORS AND NEXT YEAR’S BUDGETS AND RATES 
FUTURE BUDGETARY IMPLICATIONS 


The unassigned General Fund balance at the end of the 2013 fiscal year was 
$898,414. This was a slight decrease over the past year. The fund balance must 
support the irregular cash flow requirements of payments to the School, County, 
Village District and State for taxes collected on their behalf. The Select Board 
has identified significant activities or events, which will have impact on future 
Town finances, including: 


1) The State of New Hampshire's responsibility for funding local education 
remains a subject of legislative debate and adjustment. Accordingly, the 
amount of state aid remains inconsistent and subject to annual fluctuation. 


The Select Board continues to work on identifying the challenges associ- 
ated with Town Facilities and the most cost effective way to meet them. 
Architects are designing a new public safety facility and space for Town 
Offices and the Library. The cost of implementing that design will be 
significant, but the cost of doing nothing will impose significant mainte- 
nance and energy costs in the coming years. The plan is likely be on the 
2014 Warrant for voters to approve.

3) The State of New Hampshire Retirement System is currently under funded 
by a significant amount. While the State Legislature has taken steps to 
address this issue, they have not addressed items such as the continuous 
funding of the health subsidies and cost-of-living adjustments for retired 
employees. Also, the System Trustees reduced the assumed rate of return 
on investments, placing an additional financial burden upon the Town. 
This could have a major impact on the contributions that the Town makes 
to the system on behalf of its employees. 


4) Reported economic activity continues to increase nation-wide and in New 
Hampshire, although improvements have been uneven. It is not antici- 
pated that the State will resume its past funding of revenue sharing pro- 
grams, which may result in additional expenses for the Town or a reduc- 
tion in services. 
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5) The Town has just completed a Town-wide property revaluation in 
accordance with the NH State Constitution. The overall Town valuation 
only decreased approximately 0.5%, indicating that real estate values are 
recovering. 


Health insurance rates continue to rise intermittently at significant levels. 
The Town has agreements with its represented employees in the Police, 
Public Works and Fire Departments which resulted in a higher deductible 
plan which should promote health rate stability.

7) The Town currently receives its healthcare insurance from the New 
Hampshire Local Government Center (LGC). The LGC is in the midst of 
reorganization, and while that process suggests no major changes in the 
way healthcare coverage is provided, the effect of the Affordable Care Act 


presents uncertainties regarding healthcare.
